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This subject, “FLYLVG SACCERS Ai.) THE NoW CuNsUTIUSNESS", is cartain- 
ly putting a lot of people on the spo%. Those who are supposed to be in 
authority are up against something which they cant explain by the old 
methods. Authorities are strangely silent on Flying Saucers, except for 
trying to discredit those who have seen then. 

I can think of four representatives of authority who reported a sight- 
ing. Oct. 1, 191 was the date, in Philadelphia. A squad car was patrol- 
ling one of the suburbs, perhaps there were two cars . Anyhow, four pitiice- 
men spotted a glowing object settling gently down out of the twilight sky 
It cams to earth in a vacant lot. They parked their cars and walked cau- 
tliously over to it. Thore flashlights revealed a pile of material, perhaps 
four feet high and six feet across. One of the policemen, Patrolman Collins, 
summoned up enovgh courage to touch it. 

It "touched" like jelly! His finger went all the way into it By 
radio they reported they would stand by to see what happened to this still 
faintly glowing pile of jelly - or perhaps ectoplasm, They hadn't long to 
wait. In twenty minutes it had disappeared completely, evaporating away 
before their very eyes. 

Those are the facts. They are still on the police blotter for that 
night, seven years ago, The facts aro enough to mystify anyone. To under- 
stand them will certainly take new understanding. Obviously, we need a 
new consciousness; or I should say the Flying Saucers are forcing a new 
consciousness upon us whether we like it or not. 

To me all this began on Oct. 9, 1946. This wae the night when the 
earth was passing trhoush the tail of the Glacobini-Zinner Comet, and hun- 
dreds of amateur and professional astronomers here in California were out 
on the hillsides to see how many meteorites they could count. Much to thett 
amazement, those in the Los Angeles-San Diego area saw a huge, black, tor- 
pedo shaped object cruising leisurely in the moonlit sky. Newspaper, radio 
and police stations were flooded with calls asking about this dark, myster- 
ious visitor. It mde no noise, had no running lights; and yet those see- 
ing it could only conjecturo that it was a Wavy dirigible operating in the 
area. Nobody knew or thought of Flying Saucers back in 1946! 

After this leisurely cruise the visitor tilted up and disappeared into 
the night, leaving an orange colored exhausg¢ which glowed there in the sky 
near San Diego for several minutes. 

One of the amateur astronomers watching the UFO was George Adamski, 
from his home at Palomar Gardens. His first thought was that this was a 
Navy zoppolin. But the next day the Navy issued an official denial of having 
operated any such in the San Diego area the night before. Other people in 
the San Diego area sought out a weol known medium to ask the origin of the 
mysterious visitor. Her answer was that this was indeed a visitor from 
outer space! This startlin bit of information set George Adamski on the 
quest which six yeara later resulted in a contact with the Venusian in the 
California desert, not far from Desert Center, 

The now well known mediumship of Mark Probert had begun in San Diego 
some time previous to this. This young man seemed to be controlled at 
times by certain wise entities from another level of being. They were 
willing to answer quostions about life and its mysteries, including Flying 
Saucers, Msado Layne hoard of this group, headed by one who calls hinmsolf 
the Yada di Shi'ite, and went to a seance to ask if it were true that there 
were alien space ships operating in American skies. Yes, was the unequivo- 
cal answer, 

Meade Layne continued attending the Probert seances and continued asking 
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questions of the controls, or the Inner Circle, as they call themelve.. 
Eventually he piled up enough materia: for a book, several books; and hoe also 
founded Borderland Science Research Asscciates. I have been a merber since 
1951. Ono of Mr. Layne's first books on the Flying Saucer problem was "The 
Coming Of The Guardians." I'd liko to read a few sentences of what one of 
the Probort controls said about Saucers early in 1947. This mombor of the 
Inner Circle calls himself Charles Lingford. 

"Whon will you people learn that there are worlds within worlds, that 
the etheric planesinterponotrate with your plane and others? I know I 
should not be sticking my nock out in talking about theme Saucers, as you 
call them, at Joast until I have invostigated moro fully; but they are not 
craft constructed on your planet. Nor is it necessary to assume that they 
come from any other planet. It seems impossible to get it in your heads that 
objects can pass from the etheric to another level of matter and will then 
appear to materialize there, This is a perfect analogue to the materializa- 
tions witnessed in the seance room, to which many of your learned men bear 
witness, You call som of these things apports, things brought from a distanc 
and materialized, The apport is dematerialized so that only the otheric pat- 
tern remains, then the physical atoms are reassemiled in the patter or etheric 
mold, and then you have a mterialized object, Woll, these Saucers that you 
puzzle so much about now, com out of an etheric world also and can return to 
it. The purpose of these visitors is simply to compol your attention, and 
wakes you up." 

That is what one of the Probert controls said cleven years ago and I be- 
liove those cenclusions still stand, and are still as much a puzzle to the 
material minded as ever. 

The seance at which this material cams out was probably soon after tho 
famous Ken Arnold sighting of nine Flying Suucers flying in formation before 
Mt. Rainioro, Washington on June 24, 19:7. It was about this timo hhat Ray 
Palmer and Robort Webster were planning the beginning of Fate Magazine, in 
Chicago. Fate is the only mgazino of national circulation which has handled 
the Flying Saucer phenomenon in straightforward fashion from the beginning. 

One of their first Flying Saucers stories occurred three days before the 
Kon Arnold sighting, on June 21, 19:7. It is still ono of the best and one 
of the most puzzling, not only to Harold Dahl, to whom it happened, but to 
Ken Arnold who wroto it down. You can read the story in "Tho Coming 6f The 
Saucers" by Ken Arnold and Ray Palmer. It is being re-run now in Palmr's 
ercellant "“Tistas Tancors Mavazine " 

About two p.m, on the afternvon of Jue cl, 1447 Harold Dahi was cperav- 
ing a patrol boat in Puget Sound, close to Maury Island, about three miles off 
shore from the city of Tacoma, Washington. With him in the boat wore two 
crewmen, Dahl's son, and a dog. The sky was partly cloudy. 

Looking up, D.hl was surprised to seo six, doughnut shaped aircraft 
ovorhead at about two thousand feet. As they wore almost stationery he at 
first thought they were balloons. Then ho realized that they were settling 
slowly toward the Sound and thet five wore circling around a sixth, which 
appeared to be in trouble. Tho group finally stopped descending at about 
Pive undred feet. 

The strange aircraft made no sound. Dahl estimted their diamcter at 
one hundred feet. There seemed to be a 25 ft. hole in the center. The hulis 
were a burled, brilliant silvory color, with six-foot portholes along the 
sides, To better watch this fascinating show, Dahl beached the patrol boat 
on Maury Island and jumped ashore with his camora to get somo pictures. Ali 
got out to watch, including tho dog. 

One of the five craft attahced itself to tho ono in trouble and then a 
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dull thud was heard, porhaps a miffled cxpjosion. Suddenly, it appeared to 
Harold Dahl and the othors on Maury Island as though someone had tossed out 
hundreds of nowspapors from tno irjured Saucer; but when thoy came fluttering 
down around them and into tho watcr it was discovered that tho stuff was 
sheets of a tnin, whito metal, 

While they wore oxamining plecos of this phenomenon, jagged chunks of 
a black, hoavy, slag-like material began pelting the area, apparently fron 
this samo crtpplod Saucer, This metal was hot and hissed when it fell into 
the Scund. 

Dahl, his mr. and his son dived for sholter under a nearby cliff. Not 
before tho boy's arm was struck and injured by a pioce of tha stuff and tho 
dog was killed.. 

The top of tho patrol boat was so badly battored that Dahl’s boss lator 
told Kon Arnold, "I thtught thoy had gotten drunk and tried to sink the boat 
from tho top down, with a sledgeharmmer‘" 

This recovery or repair operation was successful, apparontly, for tho 
group of Flying Saucers then bogan rising slowly, moving wostward, and fin- 
ally cisappoared at groat hoight toward tho Pacific. 

Yahl and his men threw somo of the slag-like ratorial into the boat to 
mako sure to havo enough evidence to convince their boss ag to how it had 
been damaged. Ho turnod his radio transmittor on to contact the office in 
Tacom,..Most of all he wanted an ambulance at dockside to take his injurod 
boy to the hospital, but thore was so mich static in tho air transmission 
was hopeless, So, he started up the boat and hoaded toward Tacoma as fast 
as ho could go, Dahl did got his boy to the hospital, ail right; but ho 
couldn't convince his boss, Crisman, of tho truth of his story. 

"Hore's the camera with three undevelopod shots of tho flying doughnuts,’ 
Dahl told him, "have tho film developed yourself and seo'" 

The noxt day, Crisman wont out to Maury island alone. Ho did find the 
black and the whito motal, just as Dahl said, on the beach; and Dahl's pic- 
tures did reveal imges of tho round objects in the sky. Furthermore, Cris- 
man told Ken Arnold a Month lator, while ho was there on Maury island that 
morning a lone Flying Saucer circled low over tho island once and headed 
back toward the Pacific, 

But now to got into tho more sinistor aspects of tho story, those facts 
which reveal good and evil forces at work hore on this planet. I believo the 
problem of good and evil is central to the Flying Saucer phenomenon. 

Befere Harold Dahl was up the next morning, Juno 22, a stranger was at 
the door of his homo in Tacoma, Ho was a normal appearing American, quietly 
dressod, driving a now, 1947 Buick sedan, He suggested that Dahl have break-~ 
fast with hin downtown, implying that ho wanted to talk business. This wasn‘i 
an unusual proposition +0 Duhl, being in the log salvaging and lunber businese 

But at breakfast the stranger flabbergasted Dahl by tolling him more 
details of what had happened on Maury island the previous day than Dahl ro- 
merbered himsolf! The stranger told Harold Dahl he shouldn't havo seen what 
he did, that he shouldn't talk about it to anyone, and that if ho did talk 
about it bad luck would surely follow. 

Harold Dahl wasn't the kind of a guy to obey suggestions from strangors. 
He had alroady talked about tho sighting to his boss and other employees of 
the log salvaging business and ho continued talking about it. Ho even miled 
a cigarbox full of the black slag fragments to Ray Palmr in Chicago. This 
was one of the things which ted Palmer to ask Ken Arnold to go to Tacom 
a nonth later and look into Iahl's story. 

When Ken Arnold got there, tho bad luck the stranger had warned of had 
already begun to take offect. Dahl almost lost his job. He almost lost his 
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son through illness and his wife became very sick. He was having continuing 
trouble lseping his bosts operating and worst of all he had lost a boom of 
logs worth $3,500! 

In short, Pahl told Ken Arnold, he was having a devil of a tin - .*. to 
keep from going broke and from losing his famiiy and his hom. 

Four days later even that becam truc, apparently; for when Arnold drove 
out to Dahl‘s nouse to say goodby, it was ompty, deserted. Harold Dahl and 
his family apparontly vanished from tho face of the earth. 

Thore are so many afifango and sinistor aspects to this story that they 
cant be detailed hore, you'll have to read thom yourself. Two moro that might 
be mentioned are the Air Force Intelligence Officers who came to Tacom to 
look into the Dahl case at Ken Arnold's request. The two officers were killed 
when thoir plane crashed and burned after leaving Tacoma. Ray Palmer called 
Ken Arnold from Chicago and warned him to be extremely careful when ho left 
Tacoma in his private plane. Arnold was, but in spite of this the motor of 
his plane quit on a takeoff, when he was up about fifty feet, and he had a 
hard landing which cowld have boen disastrous if he had been a little higher’ 

The doughnut shaped craft sighted by Pahl from Maury island fits the do- 
scription of the Suza type Saucer usod by tho Guardians as a flying laboratory. 
It carries a crow of fifty and is actually about 125 feet in diameter. Their 
intentions are friendly. And I believo the stranger who called on Dahl the 
day after the sighting was one of their agonts, who was also trying to bo help- 
ful. in warning Dahl of the conflicting forces with which he had become involv- 
ed by accident. It may be that he and his family were takon away to save them 
from worse calamities, who knows, 

Read tho story and you will become incroasingly aware of the mystorious 
fercos which even now aro locked in conflict for control of the crisis which 
is on mankind now, Richard Shaver has given some dotails of the operations 
and locations of the evil forces causing so much of our trouble, our demonic 
playmates, Ray Palmer has come to know of thoir existence, too, through per- 
sonal experience, 

And if the Shavor point of viow wore tho only one it would be horrifying 
enough to make one commit suicide, as many have done. Fortunately there is 
plenty of other information available to indicate that the situation is not 
hopeless, not by a long shot. 

Tako this information we have received on the Guardians, as Meade Layno 
calls them, This wasn't received from tho Inner Circle of Mark Probert, but 
rather from one of the senior members of Borderland Science Research Associate 
This gentloman has hés own contacts with entities from other worlds of being, 
contacts established long before tho advent of tho Flying Saucer phenomenon. 

The Guardians havo a program for tho salvation of this planot, to detail 
it now would tako the rost of the ovoning; but I would like to give you some 
of the highlights. 

Their task is threefold. First, thoy are trying to accelorato the 
spiritual awakoning of mankind, our moral and ethical development. Second, 
the Guardians say they are closely watching our scientific devolopmoent, 
aiding tho boneficlal, retarding the detrimental, and oven temporari!y halt- 
ing the disastrous. Thoir third major purpose is to watch the evil influences 
which prompt somo human beings to take harmful actions. Interfwroncc with 
theso actions - say atarting anothor world war - will como only if groat harm 
threatens makind. 

Wo are tho doscendants of Adam, so tho Guardians call us tho Adamic raccs 
Thoy say that wo must learn to recognize and rosist those war-making tendencter 
in ourselves. Tho only way to do this is to allow us to suffer tho conso- 
quoncos of our misbehavior, of listening to the troublo-making, mischicf- 
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making, tolepathic suggostions from ovr demonic playmatos on the lower Astra}. 
planes and from tho ovil cavern dwellers, You soo, tho mtorial on tho Guar- 
dians givon to Borderland Science Research Associates by Rolf Telano doos 
confirm the Shaver Mystory. At loast to tho oxtent of saying that there are 
great caverns in the carth, innabited by a race of beings lergely unknown to 
mankind. Tho Inner Circle of tho Mark Probert gpoup also confirms this. 

Anyhow, the three phases of the work of the Guardians are being handlod 
by throo #ifferent groups, so we are told. They work in close harmony, of 
course, 

The ethical and moral phases of our development are handled by the 
otheric Atlans and Lermians. Many of them are advanced members of our own 
evekution , win achieved adeptship while dwelling on the earth's material 
plane. Now thoy are in what would be called the etheric counterpart of the 
earth. 

The sciontific phases of tho work aro handled by the etheric Nors, or 
Vilmors, who are tho recognized mastors of the physical sciences, Most of 
tho Flying Saucers on patrol duty here are operated by them. Their points 
of origin are tho etheric regions of Venus and Mars. 

Tho third phase of the work, that of coping with the evil influonces, 
is handled by a mixed group. The actual direction of this is by tho Lermians, 
with the Nors helping whero needod. 

Not all the Cavern dwellers are of mischicvous or evil intent. Thero 
are advanced beings there, also, and much helpful work is being done by then. 

The raterial of tho otheric worlds we speak of is unknowable to us here 
on tho physical plane of oarth. So, to mko effective observations and to 
take effective action in this world tho Flying Saucers of the Nors must be 
capable of both interplanoctary and intor-plano travel. 

Their machinos, and their occupants, are brought near to this planet 
as puro energy and converted to the physical vibrational level We are told 
that each little machine could come individually, but they are usually 
brought on huge carriers. 

When this information was releasod to Borderland Science Resoarch Asso- 
ciates in 1951, only one, a Voku class carrier was being used. This is 
7,000 ft. long and 500 ft. in diameter. It uses several types of propulsion; 
is heavily armed, and carries a crew of 2500 technicians and pilots. 

I believe George Adamski got a series of five excellent picturos of a 
Voku class carrier launching Scout saucers over California mountains in 1951 
The pictures are reproduced on the back cover of his second book,"Inside The 
Speco Ships." It wasn't long after that that the crew of a B-29 borber wit- 
nossed a Mothor ship taking Saucors aboard, via radar, at speeds of 6,000 
miles por hour. You'll find this on page 161 of Koyhoo's "Flying Saucers 
From Outer Space." 

We are told that throoe different types of drive aro used, jet, eloctro- 
magnotic, and primry or truce spaco drivo, This latter drive usos tho puro 
energy flows which pormeate the wniverse. 

To m one of the most significant statements in the Rolf Tolano releaso 
was that"thero are also visitors hore from other solar syotoms for various 
purposes, These aro permitted to proceed if their purpose is not mi liciouw; 
otherwise they are usually intercepted and turned back at the outer limits 
of the solar syston'" 

“Usually intercopted and turned back," the Telano release says. But I wonder 
what about those that aren't intercepted and turned back? Aro they hore to 
add to the troublo wo alroady have, or are they ruthlessly hunted down and 
shot down in the skios over our hoad? I believe the lattor is truo and hore 
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are a fow random oxamples from ny studies. 

On February 10, 1897 a strange object appearod in tho sky over the city 
of Madrid, Spain. It exploded with a tremondous roar, Windows smashed, the 
walls of buildings cracked. There was great panic among the people of Ma- 
drid. Debris foll on the city from the explosion, The smoke and dust 
stayed over the city for five hours. 

On February 18, 1948 the terrific explosion of a huge space ship . 
in the sky over Norton, Kansas rocod buildings, broke windows and caused 
damage over a wide area of Kansas, Nebrasie and Okalhom. A bluo-white 
cloud, the result of the oxplcsion was visible for hours afterward. It was 
seen in six states. To be visible from such a distanco the altitude of the 
explosion was extimated to be at least 35 miles above the surface of tho 
earth. The roar lasted ten seconds. One reporter wrote tho turning and 
tho twisting of the cloud reminded him of the “dieing throes of a wounded 
dragon," Air Force pilots were reported to have seen an object in this sane 
area that day, torpedo shpaed and miles in length. 

Again in Fobruary, 1955 a cigar shaped object, travoling at tremendous 
speed, casting a dazzling white light, came in from over the sea near West- 
port, New Zealand, at an altitude of only two hundred feot. Going on inland 
it was soen by farmers at Inchbonnic, thirty miles from the ocean, This in- 
vader from outer space blew up with a tremendous explosion that was heard 
for a hundred miles. A tall colwm of smoke rose from the place where it 
blew up close to the mountains, but authorities claimed no trace of the 
craft could be found. 

If tine permitted I could give many, many moro factual sightings like 
these, but without explanation, without illumination you would be just as 
nystified as the people who actually hoard and witnessed then! 

What mankind needs, obviously, is a new understanding of his world and 
what is going on above it. Even if you ceuld talk to one of tho pilots of 
thoso space craft it wouldn't be of much help, mless you were mentally 
conditioned for it. I'll give you an example from our Bordorland Science 
Research Associates material, This is a contact, Sy one of our mombers, with 
one of the advanced beings in the Caverns, or so it is claimed. This was 
released in our Clips, Quotos and Comments Brochure for July 1, 1955.

his fellow researchers of the British Royal Society they refused him a hearing 
Spiritualism and the kind of phenomena shown here have never gained wide 
acceptance in America; but the continuing reappearance of Flying Saucers in 
our skies, backed up by the recorded data of radar, theodolites, radio tele- 
scopes and other scientific equipment, is forcing science tc recognize their 
existence, to aémit the probability of life in other worlds, and ite appear- 
ance or matorialization in our world of three dimensicns. 
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Now to get into som pictures of Flying Saucers. Ti:is first one is 
copied from Gray Barker's "Saucerian Review" of March 1, 1956. It is a black 
and white reproduction of a color film taken by a Norwegian photographer. He

was up ina plane at 15,000 ft. over Norway to get pictures of the eclipse 
ef the sun in 1954. On the way back after the major purpose of the flight 
the photographer saw these two glowing objects racing by slightly above 
them, He grabbed a camera and got a good pictupe of them. The Flying 
Saucers are in the upper left hand corner of the picture. 

I have chosen this series of Flying Saucer pictures to lead you from 
the fuzzy edgedg glowing, oval-shaped UFOs reported by thousands of people, 
to the sharp edged, detailed pictures taken and seen by a few people. These 
are from foreign countries and from Amprica. 
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This next picture is cppied from one given to George Van Tassel by Fay 
Clark, mayor of Hiawatha, Iowa. It was published in Van Tassel's "Proceed- 
ings" for July, 1956. Mr. Clark was up in a.light plane over his town of 
Hiawatha on the afternoon of Sept. 3, 1995, flying at an altitude of 1200 ft. 
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He was up tuere to get « picture of his town, bui wien these tee glowirs 
discs came into view at a slightly lower altitude he snapzsd tie shutter, 
catching them almost at the certer of his picture. Most of the town 
is obscured by groves of tress but tke grain elevators and cther comercial 
buildings stazd out. Beyond the town are tne open fiolds and at the top is 
the clear Seniember sky. 

Van Tassel gives no data on the speed and comparative size of these 
UFOs, but tho photo is unusual in that the objects can be compared with 
buildings and trees of known size in the background. 

The cartoon below is a copy of one of the many humorous ones which ap- 
peared in French magazines and newspapers during tne rash of Saucer sightings 
in France in the svzmor of 1954. You can depend on the French to spice up 
a very seriovw subject with a touch of mich needed hwuor nov end then.

Most students of the Flying Saucer phenomenon believe that George Adam- 
ski‘s picture of a dome-shaped, Scout or reconaissance-type Saucor, taken over 
Palomar Gardens in Decembor, 192 was tho first closoup of one of those three- 
man craft. This is not so. Tho next two pictures I want to show you are 
from a series of five excellent shots taken by George Stock of Passaic, Now 
Jorsey on the afternoon of July 29, 192. Fhis is one of the best Saucer 
soquonces I've over seen; it roveals both tho domo shape and the oval shape 
reported by so many. Max Miller reproduced the five pictures on tho cover 
of his "Saucers" bultetin for December, 1955. My copies are from enlargements 
sent to mo by one of the most indefatigable researchors in the business, Augie 
Roberts, 443 Ogden Ave., Jerscy City 7, N.J. Ono of the best things about 
Stock's pictures is that famillar objects such as trees, telephone poles and 
a house are in the foreground, showing that the Scout Saucer was only a few 
hundred feot away and above the photographer. 

This iooks like a "Fakle" type of flier described on page 51 of Meade 
Layne's authoritativo work on Flying Sauceys, "The Coming Of Tho Guardians ," 
1957 edition, The book is published by Borderland Science Research Associates 
3524 Adams Avo., San Diogo 16, California. Tho boo’ contains the Rolf Tolano 
material from which I quoted earlier, I have belonged to Borderlnnd Science 
Rosoarch Associates sinco 1951. 
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Two of the five Goorge Stock pictures. 


If it is a Faklo type flier, operated by the Vilkmor group from Venus 
Ethoria, it is a cargo-passongor Saucer about 100 feet in diameter and 30 
foet high, I+ can carry 25 to 30 passongers, our size. 

You can soo by tho pictures I'vo shown you so far, and those to follov, 
what a range of Flying Saucer pictures is availablo to us amteurs. Lord 
knows what our govornment has in its files, with military mon on duty 2h 
hours a day with millions od dollars worth of special photographic equip- 
mont at their disposaL, not to montion tho facilitios and tochnicians of 
some of the world's bost astronomical obsorvatorios. 

Now across tho “tlantic to England and the Lak» Coniston aroa. There 
on Fob, 15, 1954, Stephon Darbishiro, 13, and his 8 yoar old companion, 
Adrian Myor, wore out looking for birds. Adrian . was tho first to soo 
tho spaco ship falling toward tho lako and shouted to tho oldor Stephen, 
with tho camera, The Saucor recovered itsolf withuut falling into tho lako, 
but beoforo it disappeared tho Darbishire boy got two snapshots. The Saucor 
was apparently using oloctro-magnotic drive for tho corona dischargo around 
it obscured tho physical dotails. That shows only tho definite outlino of a 
bright objoct. But for his father and newsmen, Stephon sketchod in the do- 
tails which ho and Adrian saw, though the camora film did not, portholos 
and the typical three-ball landing goar undernoath. 

Desmond Loslio, who collaborated with Georgo Adamski on thoir first 
book, interviowod tho boys and compared onlargements of their pictures with 
thoso takon by Adamski hero in Southorn California two years oarlior and 
found the two space ships to bo almost identical in dosign. 

In Leonard Cramp's excollent book, "Spaco, Gravity and tho Flying Sau- 
cor," you will find reproductions of tho Adamski and Darbishire photos re- 
duced to tho samo size and orthographically projectod onto the drawing board.

Adamski had good reason to bolieve that this space ship, about thirty 
foot in diametor and fifteen foet high, was tho sams ono which landed on 
Nov. 20 in tho hills of tho Desort Conter aroa, California, and from which 
descended the man or space being with whom Adamski commnicated for a half 
hour or more, All this while a plane from the U.S.Air Force circlod over- 
hoad' 

At that timo Adamski didn't get a picture of tho space ship nor of tho 
Venusian with whom ho exchanged ideas; but he did havo six witnossos not a 
quartor ofa mile away, watching him through binoculars. All of thom vorifricd 
tho mjor dotails of that memorable Nov. 20 landing. One of tiem, Alice 
Wells, drow a skotch of the Vonusian. This drawing and tho story are in 
tho book, "Flying Saucers Havo Landed." I urgo you to road it. 

Now I have always felt, in showing those pictures to sceptical audion- 
cos, that it was wise at this point to switoh to reports of qualified ob- 
servors again, After all, who are Goorge Adamski, Stephon Darbishire and 
George Stock, They dont have college degrees in scienco; thoy dont head 
vast rosoarch organizations; thoy dont have tho authoritative backing of 
governments or of large universities. So in this

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bodies in air travel, two pilots for Pan American Airways, Captains Nash and 
Fortenberry. This drawing is from an illustration of a sighting which they 
reported @uring a night flight from New York to Miami, July 13, 1%e. 

According to Keyhoe they were ferrying a DIC-4, flying along about 9pm 
some 8,000 ft. above Norfolk, Virginia. Suddenly, perhaps a mile below them 
was the rapidly expanding red glow of six flying discs coming along. The 
flabbergasted pilots estimated the size of the discs at a hundred feet across 
When the Flying Saucers got closer the leader flipped on its side. This ap- 
parently was a signal for a right-angle turn. They all made it, at speeds 
which Nash estimated at well over a thousand miles per hour. As the UFOs 
sped inland two more joined the formation from below the Pan American paano 

In his book "Flying Saucers From Outer Space," Major Donald Keyhoe gives 
this report a full page of space; yet in Captain Ruppelt's book, "The Report 
On Unidentified Flying Objects," this samme Nash-Fortenberry sighting gets only 
two linest Yet Ruppelt was head of tho Air Force "Project Blue Book" when 
that report came in!’ 

According to Air Force standard publicity releases on Flying Saucers Nash 
and Fortenberry suffered hallucinations, That is only an opinion, of 
course, written by some Public Information Officer who probably never saw a 
Flying Saucer himself. 

Opinions we can get by the million. Between Air Force propaganda and the 
factual story of an experienced pilot, I'll take the facts any day! 

Authoritios say there is no physical evidence that Saucers exist. One of 
the fest factual sightings that makes a lie out of that official "opinion," 
is the New Haven, Conn, sign board incident. There a little Saucer, ahout a 
foot in diameter crashed through a sign board. This size is called the 
"Pomider" by the Vilmor group mentioned earlier in the lecture The Pomider 
is remote controlled from above and is sent down to pick up information, 
quietly and unobtrusively, close to the earth. 

But this one wasn’t so quiet. On the night of Aug. 19, 1953 “hundreds 
of East New Haven residents heard a whistling and a thunderous roar followed 
by a blast which shook doors and windows and momentarily dimmed house lights 
That's the way it's descrived in Keyhoo's "Flying Saucer Conspiracy." He got 
his information from Augie Roberts add Jim Barbieri who went up to New Haven 
a couple of days later to check on the reported sighting. Augie sent me a 
picture of Barbieri standing beside the hole in the metal sign board 

Witnesses told Augie the Pomider looked like a ball of fire trailing 
sparks when it angled down across tne town. After crashing through the sign 
board it paused momentarily over a passing automobile, scaring the wits out 
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of the driver, and then disappeared ofr over tae town. Aigile says he Fount 
bits of yellow colored retail stuck to the galvanized iron of the signhoard on 
the edges of the hole. When analyzed the metal turned out to bo pure copper!

who saw them was so impressed that he drew this illustration for a British 
astronomy magazine, The illustration appears on page 222 of M K Jessup's 
"The Case For The UFO," and here is what Jessup has to say about it 

"These six UFOs were seen and drawn by Astronomer Bernard, Oct 14, 1882, 
and@ were only 6° from the head of the great comet of 1882. They wore accom- 
panied by a spindle-shaped object, looking like a "mother" ship only a few 
degrees away. This comet had a tail which preceded it, and a compiicated 
head which contained moving parts, Schmidt, at ear spi » saw a number of these 
nebulous UFOs move away from the comet into space," 

There are undoubtedly many, many reports like this tucked away in the 
technical data, the astronomical journals of the world's observatories;, re- 
ports which verify information received by Adamski, by Van Tassel, and by 
the Williamson group in Arizona and others, that there is a tremendous 
amount of travel going on between the planets of the solar system and the 
other stars in the nebula of which our solar system is a part, We, in our 
ignorance, know nothing about it. Yet in the last few years one or two as- 
tronomers, notably Shapley of Harvard, have advanced the theory that there 
must be other inhabited planets in the universe. It goes something like 
this, that out of the millions of visible suns in the universe the mjority 
would have planets revolving around them, just like ours. And of those 
billions of planets nany would have conditions ideal for evoiving self-con- 
scious life as we know it, and of those planets capable of evolving life like 
ours, half would bs behind us in evolution and half would be ahead of us! 

Combine this theory with the probability of our mastering space travel 
in a few years, and suddenly the whole Flying Saucer phenomsnen comes into 
sharp fccus! Hore too is developing the scientific theory whidh would sup- 
port our BSRA material on the roie of the Guardians in relation to our planet; 
however, the Vikmors from Venus Etheria would appear to come from an older 
planet within our own solar system, This idea was put forward over sixty 
years ago by H.P Blavatsky, co-fcunder wf the Theosophical Society. 

It certainly fits in with the theories astronomers are developing of the 
birth, growth, maturity and old age of spiral nebula. The great star systems 
throughout the universe seem to follow the same general pattern ov evolution. 

Suppose we start off with what astronomers believe to be a new system, 

a@ gas nebula like this one in Orion, where som great Being has stilled the 
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chaos or space and marked off a field =f evolution. i. tiie buginniy, chte 


is nowhing but a great blob of fleming gases. in the noxt picturo, drawn 
after the great spiral nebula in Andromeda, you see a system which is obvi- 
cusly further alcag in evolution because it has a mech more definite shape; 
though there are still great masses of wncondensed gases at the center of 
this system, The ovter edges would cool first and there are definite suns 
there, which could have planets revolving around them, Next we have a spiral 
nebula, drawn from one located in the Big Dipper, This is a mich more mature

system; one whose planets coudd very well contain highly evolved, intelligent 


life far superior to our own, Notice that in this system, outside the great 
Central Stillness, almost all the matter has condensed or solidified into 
stars, suns and planets. Our solar system is considered to be a part of a 
larger system shaped much like this and astronomers believe we are way cut 
near the end of one of the spiral arms, Our system we call the Milky Way. 
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Finally, in the Globular Cluster, sou have a nebula jin its old age, tus. 
older than Andromeda or our Milky Way. All of the flaming gases roticeable 
in the younger systems has solidified into sums and planets, or so astrnnoms: 
theorize, Consequently, for those mf us who believe in self-crmscious, intel 
ligent life throughout the umyverse, the beings who occupy tre suns avid plen- 

ts of a Globuler Cluster would be far, far ahead of us in evolution; go far 
that their way of life would probably be utterly incompreuernsible to us.. From 
cur point of view we would say they ware “pure spirit." Undoubted:y chey 
would be the advanced beings, the Guardians, for the less evolved systers 

that come along behind tiem. To put it in reJigious terms they would be the 
archangels of worlds containing three-dimensianal beings liks you end ms. 

It is pretty difficult for us to conceive the appearauce, the purposes 
of a being of pure Mind. Yet some of our leading philcoscphe> scientists are 
approaching that point. Cunsider the words of Sir James Jeaus. 

"A review of modern physics has shown that all atéeurs at mechanical mod- 
els or pictures have failed and must fail. For a mechanical model or picture 
must represent things as happening in space and tims, while it recently be- 
came clear that the ultimate processes of nature neither occur in, nor admit 
of representation in, space and tim,' 

And Sir Arthur Radington has stated: “Modern physica hes eliminated the 
notion of substance, Mind is the first and most direct thing in our experi- 
ence. I regard Consciousness as fundamental, The old athoism is gone 
Religion beongs +o tha real of Spirit and Mind, and cannot be shaken " 

Here you have two scientists of world renown stating clearly the revo- 
lution in their cwn cousciousness, saying that ph¢ysics ras become metaphysics 
More recently it has been echoed by the biggest of our national magazines, 
Life, a an editorial in the Jan. 28, 1957 issue. 

. old fashioned metaphysics, so far from being irrelevant to an &ge 
of science, is science's indispensable complement for a full view of life. 
Metaphysical speculation is becoming fashiunable again. Set free of material- 
ism, metaphysics could well become man's chief preoccupation of the next cent- 
ury and may even yield a world wide working ccasensus on the nature of life 
and the wiiverse, This metaphysical quest must of caurse be compatible with 
the latest proven truths ¢f science, and it is one in which scientists can he 
useful - but it is not confined to them. It is also a quest for philoscphers 
and laymen and all who feel the chahlenge of the eternal mystery: : 


How stinulating it would be, this quest for the eternal mystery, if we 
were fortunate enough to have had direct contact with beings from outer space 
{ am thinking now of George Adamski, Daniel Fry, Orfeo Angelucci, Van Tassel, 
Trumen Bethurum, Paul Vest, and others. For various reasons these gentlemen 
were chosen for contact; for the rest of us, apparently we'll have to work 
for it. We'll have te atudy metaphysics and all that means - literally, 
everything beyond the physical! 

I know of one individual who did that, and his reward was 2 history of 
the earth and the heavens for the past 25,000 years. Some of you ro doubt 
hqve bought and tried to read that enigmatic book, "Oahspe, the New Bible," 
written down by the New York dentist, John Newbrough, 

All his life Newbrough thirsted for higher kmowledge. He wanted direct 
knowledge of the spirit world, of wnat the angels did, how they traveled; 
he wished to mow the general plan of the universe. This was in the 1880s. 

He started by making earnest investigations of spiritualism, attendirig 
the seances of over two hundred mediums, even having some of them live in 
his home. He wasn't satisfied with their communications. He wasn't interest- 
ead in takking te dead relatives; he wanted the light of Heaven 
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After a few years of this kind of frustration Newbroush finally xvealizca 
that if he wanted wise and exalted Signi to commmicate with hin ho would 
have to prepare himself; so, he set up a purifying regimen. 

He started bathing twice a day - very musual for New York City of the 
1880s, where the Saturday night bath was the standard! He rose daily before 
sunrise and meditated on his shortcomings in a room apert. He gave up eating 
meat and dairy products. Is two years a new lease om life came to hin, 

Among other things his weight dropped from 250 ibs, to 180 lbs. 

Then it wes that ange). voices became ardible to him. They told him to 
get a typewriter, the new-farngled writing machine just coming on the market, 
He had to learn how to use that, with indifferent success. At tims he noticed 
light shining on his hands as they lay on his study table. Then, toc, began 
ap, intensive pericd preparation which lasted two years. Angel voices asked 
him questions adcut heaven and earth; questions which John Newbrough couldn't 
answer, It wes a humbling experience to him, 

Newbroung, like most Americans, probably was full of conceited notions 
about himse2f ang his cowmtry. He was full of preconceived ideas about the 
universe; ideas picked up from his parents, his schorl, his church, and from 
the State. All this academic junk had to be cleaned out of his mind to make 
if a freo-flowing channel for the "light" he craved. 

"One morning," Newbrough says , "the light struck the back of my hands 
and they wont for the typewriter," 

He was disappointed to be told xct to read what was typed, and each morn- 
ing the pewer came, and the written material stacked ups For Pifby weeks 
the work went on; this writing of the new bible, Cahspe. 

Newbrough didn't have to concentrate on what he was doing; in fact it 
was better if he didn't. He was in full cansciousness all tho tim, of course. 
One morning he glanced out the window and was surprised to see that the bean 
of light on his typing hands lead right up into the sky. Over his head were 
three soparate pairs of hande, holping to concentrate the power, Behind him 
stood an angel form, fully mterialized, feminine in appearance. 

The numerovws drawings for the book were made the same way. When al! was 
finished he was told to have it published, and to read it if he liked. All 
the while this was going on he pursued his profession of dentistry. 

I own a copy of Oauspe, in fact two cnpies. I cant tell you very mucy 
about it. For me it is a humiliating experience to try to read and understand 
the thing. The superhuman point of viow 1s beyond my grasp, For instance, 
there is a chart in Oahspe which shows the regions of space through which our 
solar system has beon cruising for tho past 25,000 yoars, all maatly markod 
off into regions and subrogions, with the names of the Gods in charge of those 
regions. Novel idea, isn*t 1t? Well, you'll fitmd many moro in that strange 
book, If you want a new adventure in reading, I recommend it to you. 

I recommend also, if you want contact with beings of higher spiritual 
development than yourself, that you undertake somos courso of spiritual devel- 
opment, similar in principlo to Newbrough's. If you dont feel strong enough 
to work by yourself as he did, join one of the Mystery Schools and tako the 
graded courze of study which thoy have to offer. These courses are all de- 
signed to cventually put you in touch with advanced boings of our own and other 
evolutions, If you do join, stick with it until you've mastored the best it 
hes to offer, 

I am thinking now of tho BKosicrucians, of the Theosophical Soctoty, of 
the study of the Kabalah. The Kabalah is the Yoga of the West, you know. 
Excollent study matorials for that aro offered by the Socisty of the Inner 
Light, with headquarters in London, 
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Meany of us profer to work and develop in tiie physscal presence Cf Cir 
teacher. In ny estiuetion, one of the bost cf these in the Los Argeles arca 
is Maniy Hell, In the opsning pagos of his excellent little "Fasay On Tho 
Fundamntal Principles Of Operative Occultism" Mr, Hall answers the question 
so often put tc him by studeris cagor to yerold the Now Consciousness, 

"What mist I do to unfold the divine rovers laterit within myself?" they 
ask, 

Mr, Hall believes that one should have soven fundamental qualities or 
principles of character before beginning tne doeper studies whicn lead to the 
illurinstion we ali scex, 

Those include, an appreciation of tho value of education, both in the arts 
and the aciencos, second, an understanding cf the importr-.ce of continuity. 

“A person who studies several lines of philosophy may call himself broad- 
minded,” Mr, Hail says, "But if he carrios none of these linos to a successful 
conclusion ho is, ia reality, scattorbrainedt" 

Third, the candidete mot recognize his debt to society. "Woo to those 
who neglect their feltow creatures to serve their God’." 

Fourth, the stuient of life must realize the importance of mative. 

Firth, he must shun all kinds of psychism and pnenomonalism. Look how 
long Newbrough wandered arownd in the psychic jungles, to no purpose, 

Sixth, it is of utmost importance to realize that with an increase in 
knowledge there comes an incryoaso in responsibility. 

And, lastly, the candiéate for spiritual honors mst maintain a construc- 
tive mental attitude. 

"All thinking people are dissatisfied with existing conditions," Mr. Hall 
seyo, "But iuctead of complaining or criticizing let wo set about with dili- 

gence and intolligence to creat newer and bettor conditions." 

Regardless of what ycu may tnink of Mr. Hall's seven points there 
are two things upon wkich all schools agree if you want ths New Consciousness , 
you must contrcl your mind éxd you must learn to becomo absolutely quiet. 

Two of ths beet bocks I Imicw on this subject ere by Theosopnists. One is 
Aunio Besant's “Theught Fowor, Its Control and Cultiuro;" the other is simply 
"Coucentrstion" by Ernest Wood, I recommend tham tc you. 

Well new then, suppose you take yourself in hand and go through several 
years of couditicning. Suppose you do break through the veil, and the New 
Consciousness is yours, and you find a Shintng One standing before you. What 
will he say? 

Somethirg like this happaned to a fellow Theosophist about twenty-five 
years ago, to Geoffrey Hodson; and he wrote it down. I'd like to close this 
lecture with that message. I'd likes you to see human evolution threugh the 
cool, impsrsonal eyes of one who stands outside jumsn evolution and watches 
us, with understanding, as wo trudge our weary way.
